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At the first Austro-Hungarian meeting in Innsbruck, the President;, Hornbostel, 


declared that he is against holding meetings of the committee behind closed doors. 
‘He proposed that a schedule for several months be prepared for the Donaubund!s 


activities. He asked the Hungarian representatives that as a first step, a complete 
register of all Hungarian refugees in Austria be set up; complete with all data, 
concerning profession, etc, He also asked for a precise statement as to how many 
Hungarians, mainly intellectuals, would be affected by the occupying forcest planned 
dismissal from their present jobs, for care can be taken of them in due time by 
finding new jobs for them. -He wants an authentic list, which he can present to President 
Raab and ask for his assistance. He will ask that the same rights be given to the 
Hungarian refugees, concerning their working permits, which were granted in Austria 
te the Volksdeutsch, He wants the Labor Exchanges to be instructed that the 
Hungarians be treated more favorably than hitherto. According to Hornbostel, an 
Austrian law decrees that every foreigner, who has stayed in Austria over five 

years is to be given the same rights as an Austrian eitizen. They may be of great 
help to the Hungarians. - 


President Hornbostel finally proposed, that in the winter of 1953 and 195) the Donaubund 
arrange public lectures and discussions, with one Austrian and one Hungarian expert 
speaking on problems connected with the program of the Donaubund. He is willing to 

hold the first lecture, and then the aforementioned Professor Sass from Graz, and later 
the Editor in Chief Dalma sould follow. 7 . 
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
